Of Living Among Working 
Girls In City Of Madison 


Figures Are Given

How Clothing Needs

cent are living in one room and cook- 
ing their own meals; in each case 
spending $1.50 for-food each-wee::. 
Aside from the fact that it seems 
impossible at the present ^ost of food 
to be able to buy enough at $1.50 
a week to maintain oneself in health, 
there is the additional drain on the 
vitality of cooking three meals a 
day, washing dishes three times a 
day in addition to -working from 9 
to 10 hours a day in the factory. 
One woman solves the high cost of 
food by working all day in the to- 
bacco warehouse and then working 
for her board in a restaurant. Hard- 
ly compatible with health. If we 
can judge from the limited data at 
hand it appears that, the majority of 
women 'living away from home are 
meeting the high cost of living prob- 
lem by not eating enough. 


Clothing. 


A recent investigation of the cost 


of clothing in . Washington, D. C. 
shows that a woman needs f 125 per 
year to clothe herself comfortably 
without spending all her evenings 
making her own clothes. 


The Washington analysis of the 


clothing needs of working women is 
aa • follows: As regards 
external 


clothing it would appear—the follow- 
ing priced articles are/chosen: 
Suit or coat (alternate years) -£25.00 
'Shirt-waists 
..-.. "6.00-15.00 


One piece dress ..'....;..'...., .15.00 
Work skirt 
j5.00-10.00 


Summer skirts ...'. 
... 3.00-5.00

If close economy i»-necessary, a 


skirt at about ?5 may be worn with 
separate waists in lieu of a $15 dress 
or a dress waist worn with «. suit 
may be substituted for a-party dress; 
or a winter coat may be worn three 
:easons or a party dress for three 
or four years. In view of the range 
of choices, it appears that a woman 
may reasonably' be expected to se- 
cure the outside clothing necessary 
for a good appearance at an expen- 
diture of from $70 to $75. 


As regards the articles of dross 


other than Outside clothing the- .nev 
cessary expenditures would be distri- 
buted roughly as follows:

Allowing for individual variations 


in prices and choice, this means an 
annual expenditure of from $50-60. 
Combining these amount the total ex- 
penditure per year would range from 
?120-$1S5, say, $125. Monthly Rev. 
Feb. 1918.' 


Eighty five of the 130 cases we 


investigated gave estimates of the 
amount spent for clothing.during the 
past year. 


A few special cases may be of 


interest., .(Case 130). .A girl of 
16 spent but $15 on clothing last 
year; she had nothing but made- 
over clothes.. .(Case 146).. A 
widow who supports herself and . 
daughter on S8 a week had "al- 
most nothing" left to spend on 
clothes. 
(Case 63)..Girl of 24 


makes 85 a week, must give her 
family S3.50 a week even if she 
is out of work, spent $75 on 
clothes last year but she made 
all her own clothes, and,had no 
money left for anything else. 
(Case 79)..Girls of 17, makes 
S6.50 a week, must help sup- 
port mother, has never had any- 
thing but made over clothes. 
Usinp the Bureau of Statistics' es- 


timate of SI 25 a year as the reason- 
able cost of clothing, we are assum- 
ing thet the working woman buys 
most of .her own clothing and does 
not r.eed to work nights and Sundays 
making her own clothes. It does 
not seem reasonable to expect a wo- 
man to work all day and then go 
home and work' all night on a sec- 
ond job. On this basis we find 79'.i 
per cent of Madison women spending 
less than 5125 ..per year. Many of 
these women are able to do this be- 
cause they do work at a second job 
and make their own clothes. Others 
are able to do this because they make 
over other, people's cast-off clothing. 
We found olit that it was a very com. 
mon practice for the working girls 
:o go without suitable underwear. 
We feel that it is not consistent

our friends and relatives, thnt manage to trickle through the congested mail service, 
and upon the more regular supply which is so kindly furnished through your efforts.

Depot. 
Then there is a chance to lay up a stock dependent upon yours and the Red 


Cross' gift packages.

Tobacco is a priceless boon to us, even more welcome than a letter from home, 


because "sans" tobacco, we would 'spend many hours without the comfort and solace 
of a good cool smoke. 
Tobacco has had to take the place of almost all forms of

Of course, 


when we get our tickets-of-leave, we'can get our. fill of theaters, etc., and then the do- 
sire for tobacco is not so acute, but leave-tickets'are few and far between, so barring 
our meals, which are excellent and beyond fault-finding, tobacco is the mainstay of 
our existence. 


. Trusting that you will continue the good work of supplying us with good to- 


bacco, we promise you that we will do our best to supply you, in return, with good

Why not 
pool all issues nndico-ordinate them 
intelligently and avoid the corn crol 
catastrophe of 1917, ahd what was 
but little short of failure with many 
other products, through one centra" 
organization?" 


This is a fair example of the ac 


vice handed- out by the press, both 
to the government and to the farm- 
ers since the war 
began. 
Every- 


body knows just how to produce all 
the food necessary—excetp the man 
on the land. In most cases 
the 


farmer freely admits that he has 
some doubt about it. He will con- 
cede that if weather conditions arc 
favorable; if money enough to fi- 
nance farm operations is available 
at rates within the reach of the farm- 
er; if labor enough to plant and 
harvest the crop can be found; if 
the railroads can move the crop af- 
ter he has produced it; if our market- 
ing organizations can handle it; and 
if there be returned to the farmer 
a proportion of the selling price of 
farm products sufficient to pay hia 
expenses and 
fair wages, for tha 


work he puts in; if all these things 
can be done, then there is good as- 
surance of a crop sufficient to meet 
:he needs of the nation and the 'al- 
lies in 1918. 
Need Money for Motnllntion.

In what respects have we failed? 


In the first place there was the mosl 
pressing need for further financial 
provision to the farms.

Representa- 
tive Baar's bill providing an emer- 
gency loan to the farmers is buried 
in the United States senate. 


We blundered at the beginning of 


our food campaign. Money was the 
flrst necessity. Money in plenty, 
and at rates within the farmers' 
reach. Money with which' to buy 
seed and feed for farm animals; to 
pay for repairs to form equipment; 
and to pay labor. Suppose enough 
laborers be found and sent out to 
the farmers—how is a farmer who 
lost a half or the whole of his crop, 
as was the case in large areas in 
Kansas, Nebraska, Texas, Colorado, 
Montana and North Dakota, and who 
has not been able to borrow money 
this spring, to pay the wages of 
these laborers? 
Can We Hare a Weather ControIUrT 


We may very well aek how it is 


jroposed.'by coordination, so to ar- 
•ange the weather next fall.'tha the 
corn will not be frozen before ma- 
turity, or how to determine condi- 
tions so that the winter wheat al- 
ready sown will come through safe- 
y and produce a large yield, a void- 
ng the repetition of the tremenduous t 


losses last year in Nebraska, Kansas 
and Colorado. 


These high-sounding proposals are 


z.s absurd from other points of view. 
"We have the land." .''How'did the 
financial journal arrive at that con- 
clusion ? United States census re- 
ports show that we have millions of 
acres of land not in 
cultivation. 


Hence it follows that we have the 
land. 


Doubtless that is the way it looks 


to the great financial expert; -but 
the farmer knows better. The great. 
er part o fthe millions of acres of 
land not in cultivation is not avail- 
able to the farmer, even if he were 
able to use it. It is held by rail- 
roads, banks, trust companies and 
others who never have been directly 
interested in the production of food, 
and who in acquiring the land had 
not the least intention of using it. 
Instead, they acquired it so that, af- 
ter the surrounding country had de- 
veloped they might sell it to food 
producers at enormously advanced 
prices. All .that land is eliminated 
as a present factor in food produc- 
tion. 


How completely outside all our cal- 


culations this land is was well illus- 
trated during the food drive last 
year, when railway officials mobilized 
their office forces, plowed up their 
station lawns and planted 'them to 
vegetables, while the companies own- 
ed along their lines millions of acres 
of the best wheat land. Apporent- 
ly it never occurred to them to con- 
sider that as a factor in food produc- 
tion. 


Mast Plan for -Tears Ahead. 
It does not seem to have occurred 


to the Wall street editor—and in 
this he is not unlike the majority of 
those who are so ready to advise the 
farmers—that there is such a thing 
as a necessity for-before-hand prep- 
aration of the soil: Treatment of 
soil fir growing crops is a science, 
[t takes soil to produce crops,. and 
land is not necessarily soil. It takes 
more than elbow grease to produce 
:rops. In fact it 
requires more 


>rain.s than muscle, and everybody 
who has tried it can testify that it 
take* plenty of muscle. 


Nothing can be expected from the 


co-ordination insofar, as 1918 , pro- 
duction is concerned. Co-ordination 
should look to 1919, and 1920, and

The present plan of postal in- 


crease is to divide the country into 
zones and to charge a different rate 
for publications zoinK to each zone. 
This means the sectionalizing of the; 


j country and means that hereafter 
each subscriber will have to pay a 
progressively 
increasing 
subscrip- 


tion rate in proportion as he lives 
remote from the publishing centres. 
For example, the reader in Missouri 
will probably have to pay about one- 
third more for his reading natter 
than the person in Philadelphia 01' 
New York and . the reader in Cali- 
fornia will probably have to pay 
about one-third or 
one-half more 


than those living in I'.-.e central west. 


Some newspapers' have taken th« 


same nttitude as that taken by the 
publisher whose editorial page you 
send. The theory being that any- 
thing which;will curtail the number 
of magazines1 and which will increase 
their'price'to readers will force' the 
public into dropping magazines'and 
reading newspapers. 
The attitude 


of this publication is rather' interest- 
ing when it is considered that tha 
publisher docs not pay a single cent 
for shipping his newspapers in the 
County, where published; the Gov- 
ernment carrying it entirely free at 
the expense of the public. 


If you feel that it is to your ad- 


vantage that the price of maga- 
zines which yon read should be in- 
creased from one-third to one-half 
their present rates, then your feeling, 
should be in harmony with that'^ex- 
pressed in the editorial which . you 
send. If, -on :the other hand, you 
feel that you would prefer to -coi1.- 
tinue to read magazines and .to buy 
them at present prices, then .you 
should be opposed to the zone sys- 
tem.

States will register l*tween June 11 > 
and 26 every German alien woman in 
the United States, recording finger- 
prints and photographs, and provid- 
ing the registrant thereafter with ati 
identification card which must be 
carried on the holder's person for 
the duration of the war. 


The work will be carried out un- 


der regulations issued by the Attor- 
ney General Gregory, and women 
who do not comply may be interned, 
imprisoned, or deported. 
i 


American women who have mar- 


ried German aliens will also be re- 
quired to register, under the regula- 
tions, unless they have taken steps 
to get a return of their original cit- 
izenship status. Women of German 
nationality who have 
taken 
out 


American citizenship papers need 
not register. The regulations also 
hold that the wife of a German who 
has become naturalized and has com- 
pleted the acquirement of American 
citizenship is a citizen herself, and 
lued not register. A German woman 
who married an American before 
April 6 is also outside of the clas» 
required to register, while special 
provision is made in the regulations 
for the treatment of natives of Al- 
sace Lorraine and of Schleswig-Hol- 
stein.

Police stations in cities of 5,000 in- 


habitants or more are designated as 
registration places, and postoffices in 
the other areas. Details of local 
procedure nre left to the officials 
charged with the work. Four photo- 
graphs of the registrant, each one 
personally autographed, will be tak- 
en, and her affidavit of personal his- 
tory must show a variety of facts. 
Her occupation, relationship to sol- 
diers in the German army or to 
persons now in Germany, length of 
residence and circumstances attend- 
ing arrival in the United States are 
particuler matters of inquiry. The 
regulations emphasize the fact thut 
registration will be considered as 
"giving proof of peaceful disposition 
and intention to conform to the laws 
of the United States." Each reg- 
istrant will be required to state spe- 
cifically whether or not she has ever 
been required to report to or register 
with any German military, diplomat- 
ic, or secret agent. 


False ' statements or representa- 


tions in the affidavits required will 
subject the woman concerned to im- 
mediate internment. Her card, show- 
ing that she has complied with the 
'law will be issued to her within 15 
days after her appearance. It will 
canry one of the signed photographs 
and a print of her loft thumb. 


When the registration has been 


completed, trhee set* of the affidavits 
will be prepared one of which is to 
be sent to Washington, the second to 
be held by the United State* marsh- 
al within the district where the wo- 
men have, registered, and the..third 
is to go into the local record. 


German women who are outside of 


the territory in which they usually 
reside during the period set for the 
registration must apply for tempor- 
ary cards in the place where they 
happen to be and then complete their 
registration at home within 30 days. 
After the registration has been com- 
pleted, no German woman can change 
her place of residence without a per- 
mit from the officials in her original 
district, and records of such changes 
will be filed with • the original affi- 
davit* in three places. Power to dc 
ny such a permit for change of res 
idence 4* given to the registration of- 
ficials, though they must submit « 
report of their reajons for denying 
it. 


The regulations admonish reguter- 


ing officials to be courteous in their 
treatment of the women and to ren- 
der all necessary aatiatance in fill* 
ing out the affldmyit blanks. The 
photograph* required mutt be . un- 
mounted, and "without hat or <4her 
Kead"c»v«rh»r." Special provisions 
are made for Hawaii, the Philllplnes, 
and other outlying territories of the 
United States, but the registration 
in conip'jlebry over the entire area.

DU:ST SPREADS 
DISEASE, SAYS 
HEALTHJOARD 


Dry Sweeping Condemned by 


Dr. Harper's Staff in 


Statement Today 


The role played by dust in spread- 


ing disease is discussed in a 
state board of health publication to- 
day. Dry sweeping and dusting are 
condemned as provocative of danger- 
oum illness. Dry street cleaning is 
placed in.the same category. 


Dust .contains 
decaying animal 


and vegetable wastes, which m.turn 
contain living organisms such as 
bacteria, molds and yeast. Breathed 
into the human system, they con- 
' ay such diseases as .tuberculosis, 
riiptheria, scarlet fever and measles. 


"Dust is everywhere," the state- 


ment says, "but the worst kind is 
'••hat which is confined within the 
/our walla of a room. .This dust is 
always genii-laden, because it is in- 
fested with waste matter thrown off 
by human bodies." 


An eminent physician and sur- 


geon of Minnesota, of wide fame, 
said: "More women patients, three 
to one, are sent^to hospitals than 
men. 
This comes, in large degree, 


from the fact that women live in- 
doors and breathe a dust-laden, sec- 
ond-hand atmosphere which depletes 
their vitality." 


All industrial occupations making 


it necessary for the operators to 
breathe in dust have now come to be 
regarded as hazardous. 


''Do not sweep wooden floors with 
broom," runs the board's advice. 


"Sweeping with a broom and dusting 
furniture with a feather duster mere- 
ly stir up the dust without remov- 
ing it. 


"Wipe up wooden floors with a 


damp cloth or mop, or use an oil mop. 
Dusting should be done with a cloth 
damp enough to hold the dust with- 
out leaving any moisture on tho 
dusted surface. A room is 
wall 


dusted when the dust is taken out of 
it on the duster, not when the dust 
is brushed off into the air. 


"Old carpets should be removed 


and nigs'; if used, should be freo,uent- 
ly cleaned and exposed to the sun- 
light. A bare floor with a few well 
cared for rugs is much better than 
a carpeted floor."
